Vice Chair Newbold called the meeting to order at 8:00 am.

MOTION: Rep. Shurtliff moved to approve the minutes of January 23, 2003. The motion
passed unanimously with Rep. Hughes absent for the vote.

H.B. 39 Repeal of Education Reports and Duties (M. Dayton)

MOTION: Rep. Dayton moved to replace H.B. 39, in title and body, with 1% Sub. H.B. 39,
Repeal of Education Reports and Duties. The motion passed unanimously with
Rep. Hogue, Rep. Hughes, Rep. Johnson, and Rep. Moss absent for the vote.

Rep. Dayton introduced 1% Sub.H.B. 39 which modifies provisions relating to the State System
of Public Education by eliminating certain reporting requirements of the State Office of
Education and the State Board of Education to the Legislature.
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Mr. Richard Ellis, Chief Deputy, State Treasurer’s Office, spoke to the bill.

Mr. Patrick Ogden, Associate Superintendent, State Office of Education, spoke to the bill.
Mr. Steven H. Peterson, Utah School Boards Association. and Utah School Superintendents
Association spoke in support of the hill.

MOTION:  Rep. Gowans moved to pass 1% Sub. H.B.39 out favorably.
